Berlin, July 3T.—Tn tones of-genuine 
regret that the American note disre¬ 
gards the German standpoint and 
makes the situation between the Unit¬ 
ed States and Germany more tense, but 
without abandoning hope of an event¬ 
ual settlement of the difficulties, Eu¬ 
gene Zimmerman, general director of 
the Lokal Anseiger, ami Theodore 
Wolff, editor-In-chief of the Berliner 
Tageblatt, discuss the latest diploma¬ 
tic document on submarine warfare. 

Herr Zimmerman, after declaring 
that the note contains errors and con¬ 
tradictions. Insists that the United 
States, which Itself recognised the 
submarine as an unprecedented 
weapon, nevertheless failed to admit 
that Oermany had pointed out a way 
to preserve neutral rights under the 
new style of warfare. He reiterates 
that Germany, despits the unsatisfac¬ 
tory note, will continue “to treat the 
United States politely sad considerate¬ 
ly as long as that appears useful.**

EVIDENCE ON WAGES 
TO BE PUT IN FIRST 


Case for Street Railwayrr.en 
is Presented in 
Vancouver 


Yesterday Mr. Justice Macdonald 
urged the desirability of a settlement 
by consent of the difference* between 
the B. C Electric Railway company 
add Its employees, at the hearing of 
the Conciliation board ln Vancouver. 

Mr. Justice Macdonald said "I had 
opposed the Ideu of accepting the 
chairmanship of (his hoard when It 
was first urged on-ene by the m!nist«r 
of labor, and now 1 want Co 
urge upon both parties the de¬ 
sirability of trying to effect a settle¬ 
ment. 1 am strong for peace in the 
courts, and have had the satisfaction 
since the war begun of having seen 
many suits settled amicably by parties. 

If there Is the smallest glimmering of 
hope that by an odjoummrnt the par¬ 
ties would be enabled to get together 
and come to some basis of settlement I 
will be glad to adjourn further Inquiry, 

This would eliminate any hard feelings 
from the dispute and be in accord with 
the previous history of this company 
and Its employi-es, which has always 
born marked in th^ past by good rela¬ 
tions. As the act which calls us to¬ 
gether Implies the duty of this board 
Is to endeavor to effect a com-Illation. 

Is there any hope that we can effect a 
conciliation r* 

"I can refer the matter to my asso¬ 
ciation.” said Business Agent Hoover* * 
who Is conducting the case for the 
men. 

“I would wont fo know whether the 
men are Insisting on maintaining the 
working conditions as well os the 
wages before I could consent," said 
(Superintendent Murrln for the B. O. 
Electric railway. 

In outlining Lis case Mr. Hoover < 
sold th* tm>n were willing to rene v the 
present agreement for one or two year* 
or until the end of the war. and would 
forego their right to ask that working 
conditions be altered. If after the city 
had come back to normal conditions 
again. IJ could be show n'that the com¬ 
pany was unable to pay the existing 
rate, then the men would be willing to 
agree to a voluntary reduction. At 
present, the rate of wages was the 
same as In 1818. and was not a fair 
living wage for a motonnan or conduc¬ 
tor. The "spcedlngup" system inaug¬ 
urated three months ago mode It ne¬ 
cessary that the working day should be 
limited to eight hours. 

Quoting from a list of comparisons 
of wage* i>old to British Columbia 
Electric railway employees In 1810 and 
to-day. Mr. Hoover said the agreement 
of 1813 provided for no wage increases, 
and although the coat of living had 
risen from 1810 to a height at the closa 
of 1813, the men had received no cor¬ 
responding Increase. 

Referring to the wage seal* Mr. 
Hoover^contended that there has been 
i no Increase In the s* Je. 

Hupt. Murrln—I say they have had 
an actual Increase In money received. 

In 1910 the average wage we puid 
was 26.98 cents per hour. In 1911 It 
was 28.41 cents. In 1912 It rose to 
28.80 cents, ln 191$ It was 30.36 cento, 
and last year It was 31.99 cento, or an 
Increase of 20 per cent, on the aver¬ 
age over what we paid In 1910. 

The chairman -Y'ou do not pay 
greater wages. The scale is what you 
agreed to. It Is Jukt the sume a a with 
v Jerks In an establishment, you pay 
them on a larger scale each year be¬ 
cause the men are more experienced 
ami worth more. 

Mr. McVely—Y'ou agreed to the In¬ 
crease fur experience. Now It has 
reached the maximum you say that 
this scale you agreed to is too much 
and want to cut It down by 16 per 
cent. 

A comparison between the cost of 
living—food, fuel and light—In lha 
years 1910 and 1916 In thG* elites of 
Montreal, Edmonton and New W**st-~^ 
minster was also tendered by Mr. 
Hoover on behalf of the men. lla 
stated that these cities hud been se¬ 
lected as representative cities for tha 
cast, middle nnd west 'territories of 
Cumuli nnd the figures quoted wera 
from the I^abor Goxette. 

Exception to the figures of Edmon¬ 
ton and New Westminster was taken 
by A. O. McCandless.* The arbitrator 
appointed by the railway company. 
"Why no* Montreal. Winnipeg and 
Vancouver? They are the three rep¬ 
resentative cities.” he said. 

"We selected New Westminster nnd 
Edmonton l«ecause they are the mean 
cities nf-thclr districts.” said Business 
Agent Y’atcs, a New Westminster man. 

H<* later explained that New West¬ 
minster prices were taken ns.typlcul of 
the coast because they were higher 
than Vancouver and lower than Vic¬ 
toria. These showed that articles nnd 
rent which cost $14 83 In 1910 cost $14.08 
to-day. the reduction In the coffi of 
rent being almoat offset by the In¬ 
crease In the cost of fo**d. 

The chairman announced that tha 
board will not deal with the question 
of working conditions until after Ih* 
wage question is dealt with.

armies splendid. Her generals, whose 
fame Is world wide, are often, so far 
M their dress goes, hard to distin¬ 
guish from the private soldier.

It is the same with the civilians, the 
old men and women and lads. France 
has had a terrible death rate. Her 
women have always been fond of 
black; but now black'fltem* to be the 
universal wear, especially In the coun¬ 
try and provincial towns.

The Acids are 
being tilled by children and women 
and the very old. You hardly ever 
see k young man who la nat in uni¬ 
form. There la the sense everywhere if 
| a mighty effort of which no one com¬ 
plains. There la very little pessimism 
The people know they will win. for 
they believe that a complete sacrifice 
l* always rewarded. 

We have to remember, too. that 
Franca has the Invader inside her bor- 
jdero. Pome of her fairest countrysides 
and some of her richest Industrial areas' 
i are In German hands and h«rA been 
| methodically plundered. I hav* heard j 
I people talk as If this detracted from the. 
French effort. They say, "Any people 
will tight to the death if they are in¬ 
vaded." and draw therefrom a moral 
' complimentary to ourselves. But it Is 
I fairer to look at It In the other way. 
Invasion means the weakening of the 
total national resources, and the coun¬ 
try Invaded fights under n handicap. 

I since pan of her territory Is with¬ 
drawn from the national assets. But 
one fighting advantage has come from 
the German presence behind the Aisae 
and Glee. Every day proves more 
clearly that the stories of calculated 
land abominable outrages whkh we 
have heard since August are far leas 
| than tha truth. There la not a com¬ 
pany in the French army which does 
.not contain men who are fighting not 
only ft»r France, but to avenge ruined 
homeeteada. murdered kinsfolk and 
I ravished wives. The German armies 
I marched light-heartedly through rapine

1 War reveals a nation to Itself and 
not less to Its allies. Generations of 
business dealings and official visits and 
self-conscious efforts towards under¬ 
standing are leas fruitful than a 
month's brigading together In battle. 
Fur the first week or two there Is 
bound to be a little confusion. Each 
army has Its own methods of fighting, 
and no foreign staff quite comprehends 
them till it sees them In practice. The 1 
Ft* nch, ler example, are accustomed 
to hold their trenches lightly and to 
trust much to their field guns. That 
wonderful weapon, the Bolaunte- 
qulnse, can fire on an enemy as near 
as forty yards to the trenches of its 
own tide. Hence, when the Germans 
attacked, the French often did not 
stick to their front trenches; they let 
the Germans take them and then 
cleared them out with their artillery— 
a very good plan, but one which at 
first embarrassed us a little If we 
happened to be on their flank Now 
that we know their ways we have a 
great admiration for them. It la not 
difficult for allies In the field to under¬ 
stand the ways and achievements of 
each other, but It Is more difficult and 
at the same time more Important for 
the people at large on both sides to 
come to a proper .mutual apprecia¬ 
tion. 

Quite naturally our eyes have been 
turned to the doings of the British 
troops, and some of us have drifted 
Into the notion that v« are hearing 
the heavy end In the went. It Is not 
the truth. The western front has been 
held by the French—with the assist 
ance of the British. The French ptr 
a generous people., very quick and 
felicitous In praise. They have nv*st 
readily acknowledged the Invaluable 
assistance we rendered them at Ypres 
and during the retreat. But far the 
greatest effort has been their*. What 
Is meded in Britain Is some under¬ 
standing of what the nine months of 
war have meant in the way of strain 
and tension to Hie French people. 

A Universal Effort. 

It haa been a universal effort. It wesj 
bound to t* that with a democratic ] 
people who believe that democracy Is 
worth fighting for. Every social class,' 
every degree of wealth and education, 
will be found In the ranks. A Frosh-j 
man has no longer any politics or 
prejudices, except the aetermlnptton to 
help his country to break for good the 
menace of her jradltlonal enemy. In 
a democratic army you grt In ordinary! 
times an easy discipline. Officers and 
privates chaff each other—the form*r 
la perhaps a village schoolmaster's* *un 
and the latter of a family ‘which sent 
knights to Agincourt: and at night 
they play draughts together at the 
cafe door. In the modern French array 
there la very little gold lace and all 
that It stands for. But. In war. dis¬ 
cipline becomes marvellously tight be¬ 
ta use In Its.easeno It Is seif-Imposcd 
If it did not come from above It would 
come from below.

But when all ha* been 
ealil, our effort in this war Is still a 
long way short of that of Francs. Add 
In all our naval and oversea* and In¬ 
dustrial activities, and It Is still short. 
The war has not bitten so deeply Into 
our national life. Its gravity I* not ao 
Intimately and universally realised. It 
la our business to learn from our allies, 
and we have much to k-arn from 
France. 

You will hear no responsible criticism 
of Britain acrosa the Channel, though 
Germany ha* labored bard to make 
trouble between us. On the contrary, 
there t^only gratitude, and that gener¬ 
ous admiration of whleh France has 
ths happy art. But IT she Is straining 
to her utmost we may well oak our¬ 
selves if ws dare to do less. This war 
Is not one sMt more Important for her 
than for us, *lnce defeat for us would 
mean the end of all things. If France 
were conquered we should bold our 
Empire and our freedom on a short 
tenure. Our allies havs no delusions 
a bout the nature of the contest they 
are engaged In. They do not talk, like 
some well-meaning people In Britain, 
about terms of peace before the battle 
Is won. or about not UumllUUIng Ger¬ 
many. a* If Messieurs les Assassins 
offer failure would suddenly become 
decent cittoens If we refrained from 
hurting their feelings. Their creed Is 
that to whleh Mr. Asquith haa given 
final expression; they w.MI not lay 
down the sword until scleqttftc bar¬ 
barism Is beaten out of existence. 
There Is, 1 think, more pessimism In 
Britain to-day than In France, and the 
reason Is that France has a keener re¬ 
alisation of the nature of the war. It 
a man la wholly dedicated to a great 
cause he Is inclined to be cheerful. He 
has made the ultimate sacrifice, and 
his conscience Is good.
